The de- 
cision states that the otber claim of 
complainant, that the defendant rail 
carriers make low rates to receiving 
tank stations in Califoruia to favor the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.— [By the 
Associated Press.} Commissioner 
Morgan of the Indian Bureau, in his 
annual report, says that for ten years 
there has been real progress in the 
right direction in the Indian question, 
and that the outlook for the future is 
encouraging.

the alleged perjury for which Mr. Cuddy 
was indicted. 

After pumerous continuances, on various 
grounds, the trial of the case before United 
States District Judge Ross and a jury com- 
menced yesterday. 

The Goverument introduced 
Witnesses to prove the facis se 
indictment.

FARM TOPICS. 


San Francisco Market for Our Early 
Vegetables. 
{Burbank Times. ] 

When sweet corn was selling here 
eighteen fine ears for a dime, it was re- 
tailing in Oakland at 30 cents a dozen. 
At the same time a good-sized bag of 
luscious tomatoes could be bought here 
for a nickel, while in the cities by the 
San Francisco Bay they were selling at 
a cent apiece for very ordinary toma- 
toes. Euery other variety of vegetable 
ranged inp the same ratio in price, and 
when we asked a dealer the reason he 
replied: “*f don’t know what makes 
things so much higher here, unless it is 
because so much of our fruit and 
vegetables come from Southern Cali- 
fornia. We bave to depend on that 
section altogether for our early sup- 
ply.” 

» Now, then, why, in that old section, 
in which every acre has beeu under 
cultivation for years, should such a 

ist? They have fine 


Chinese and infinitely more Italian 
gardeners than we have, and as excel- 
lent facilities for irrigation, and, 
though they claim that irrigation is 
unnecessary, every Chinese and Italian 
vegetable garden in that partof the 
country is carefully and thoroughly ir- 

sthere any danger of an over-pro- 
duction of fruits and vegetables in 
Southern California when we have 
even other parts of our own State for 
a market? The time is near when 
we will send train loads of vegetables 
to the far East, for experiments in 
that way have proven very successful. 

We claim that the wealth of South- 
ern California does not lie alone in her 
orange groves and orchards, but in her 
gardens and fields as well. For there 
are spots where the most tender vege- 
tables grow and bear all the yeur 
through, and from this valley every 
spring are shipped carloads of early 
peas, etc. 


The Coming Orange Crop. 
iTve Citrograph.] 

From all we can learn, the coming 
orange crop will be the largest ever 
grown in California. Th» seedling 
trees are heavily loaded, and the crop 
will be very fine ip: quality. The ooly 


week. that, fault seams to. he the: the wil 


run a trifle lurge in sizes. Budded 
fruit doves not promise as heavy a 
crop in proportion as the seedlings, 
but there is a vastly larger uréa 
in bearing. The laige piantings 
of 1886 and 1887 will also 
ald in swelling the total amount of 
‘the shipments. It is now altogether 
nearly or quite 3400 carioads, or 
972,409 boxes. At an average price of 
$1.50 per box this will pour the band- 
‘some sum of nearly $1,500,000 into the 
lap of Southern California. | 

As to prices, we believe that they 
will range from 10 to 15 per cent 
higher than last year, We are aware 
of the fact that this prediction will 
provoke strong dissent from interested 
parties, but we believe the final result 
next spring will show that we are 
right. 

We close with an oft repeated cau- 
tion: Do not allow your fruit to be 
marketed before itis ripe. Oranges 
may he nicely colored but that does 
notimply that tney are ripe. People 
East have not yet been educated up to 
tie rich, sub-acid flavor of the Califor- 
nia orange, and want them as sweet as 
possible. ‘Therefore the late deiiveries 
ure best for us on every account. And 
do not bein a hurry to make contracts. 


© An Inch of Water. 

A miner’s inch of water, as the term 
is generally used, is equivalent to a 
constant flow of 1,728 cubic feet per 
day, or two-bundredtis of a cubic foot 
per second. Kvery ten ‘acresis enti- 
tled to a miner’s inch of water, but, in- 
stead of a continuous flow of one min- 
er’s inch, receives thirty inches every 
thirty days, or enough to Cover one 
acre fourteen and one-quarter iaches 
deep, equal to about one and one- 
half inches rainfall per month tor 
each tract. Thisis a larger quantity 
than is used in most towns in South- 
ern California, and ia more than sufli- 
cient for all purposes.

crop for less than $920. He recently 
contracted to sell bis crop®ft the wal- 
nuts for exactiy $1,050. He watches 
his trees as caretully ag @ merchant 
woul his ledgers, he knows all about 
them—in fact, he makes a thorough 
business of fruit culture. ‘The average 
proceeds from each walnut tree on his 
place this season is $11.60. ‘The crop 
was not a very large one either. 

Then, too, the colonel has 1000 navel 
orange trees that have extruvrdinary 
cure. His accurate account books, 
which Le keeps to show how mach his 
orchards cost and how well their pro- 
ducts pay him, prove thatthe auuual 
crop from these trees has for four years 
sold for sums varying from $3200 to 
$4350. Last year he got the last-named 
price: His four acres of’ prune trees 
vielded him $975 last year, and $1433 
this year. esides there are three 
neres of alfalfa, small fruits, vege- 
tables, the baru andthe family resi- 
dence.

House with Wings. 
{Farm and Fireside.! 

An exteuded description of the illus- 
tration is unnecessary, so far as the 
exterior is concerned, only that we will 
state that the roof may be of shingles, 
tin or tarred paper, as preferred. In 
the ground plan, A A show the wings, 
there being no purtitions, the object 
being to secure as much space on 
the floor as possible. B shows the 
nests, which may be as many as _ pre- 
ferred; C the feed-box, D the roost, 
which may be a frame, made square, 
und placed in the center; E the dust- 
box, H a window (of any style), and K 
the door. The openings in the wings, 
near the top, have little platforms, 
ter, if they wish, as they will often at- 
tempt to fly out in that manner rather 
than walk out in the usual manner, 
the real object of the openings (which 
are at both ends) being to ventilate in 
the summer.

There is always considerable discus- 


| sion among educators and the general 
| Public as to the relative advantages of 
maie and female principa!s in our pub- 


lic schools. Those who argue in favor 
of the former say that, while itis un- 
deniable that women as teachers are 
hard-working, patient and conscien- 
tious, there are certain positions which 
men are more fitted to occupy 
than women and among these 
ig the management of big American 
boys. The American youth is chock- 
full of vitality, which is sometimes 
misdirected, and the control of unruly 
boys in their teens is aduty that should 
not, they say, be imposed upon women, 
however plucky they may be in their 
willingness to undertake it.

The Democrats appear determined to 
force the discussion as to the Governor- 
ship into the narrow issue of whether 
one or the other candidate—or both— 
has or has not employed Chinamen.

A Democrat Emphatically Denies All 
the Statements Made By That 
Paper--Brevities in Pro=« 
fusion--Personals.

Col. Mark- 
ham is further quoted as saying that 
‘the North was antagonistic because 
the South had prospered and the two 
sections would be better off if they 
were cast loose from each other.’’

Dr. Widney and Rev. Dr. Bresee 
Speak in Williams’s Hall—Another 
Meeting Saturday Night—

Indeed, he declares that 
he is scarcely free from one cold before he 
tukes another, and he 's always exceedingly 
careful; itis aiso a matter of surpries tohim 
that the cold always seems to settie in the 
head and throat, 

At times many of the symptoms of catarrh 
seem to abate, and the patient is led to hope 
that the disease is about to wear off; but an- 
other class of symptons soon appear and he 
learns to his horror that, instead of recovering 
from the disease, itis somewhat chan in 
its character and has extended tothe throat. 
A sense’ of weariness is sometimes felt in 
read'ng, -peakingor singing: hoarseness at 
times occurs, a sensation of dryness is felt in 
the throut. orit appears that some foreigh

the throat; there becomes a sense of langu 

and fatigue; the bre th lessens on a little ex- 
ertion, a short, backing cough, a peculiar 
sound in clearing the thruat, a fee.ng as 
theugh there was notroom enough in the 
chest to breathe; these and other symptoms 


occur after the disease has made coneiderable 


progress. Then it is a time when consump- 
tion is about to begin its dreavful work Pp 
to this time the progress of the disease 
may have been slowand the patient may, in 
expressing his confid nt hope that it will 
‘wear off,” declare that he has had the ca 
tarrh ‘or years and bas not seemed to become 
much w: rse, and trusts that he will “by and 
by” recover. But this delusion is the grand 
error that has peopled our cemeteries with 
consumptive forms, as all forms of cat 
end finally in consumption,
